- The administration of His Excellency 
Major Sir Matthew Nathan is about to be 
initiated by one of the most important 
public works of the many large and similar 
undertakings which the Colony has begun 
and carried into completion in ‘the past. 
The reclamation of the western foreshore of 
the Island is now an accomplished fact ; the 
teclamation of the Kowloon sea: front, ex- 
tending from ‘I'simtsatsul ta Yaumati, has 
long been completed. And the bay between 
Kowloon Point and Blackhead’s Hill, which 
was acquired by the Hongkong Land Re- 
clamation Company, is now in process of” 
being filled in and before many months 
have elapsed a huge area will be added to 
the building sites available across the har- 
bour, About four years ago, the Hon. Mr. 
(now Sir) C, Paul Chater, ¢.M.G., to whom 
must be credited the conception of the hig 
schemes for which Hongkong has been re- 
nowned, planned the reclamation of the 
eastern foréshore from Arsenal Street to the 
East Point Refinery, at Causeway Bay. His 
idea was to increase the building area of the 
Colony at the same time to give a con- 
tinuous road along the seafront from west to 
gastof the Island. But the Admiralty Dock 
became the stumbling block, and the recla- 
mation, devised for the castern part of the 
city, will, when carried out, be cut into two 
by the naval works in the very heart of 
Victoria. It is in connection with this latter 
reclamation that we have now to refer with 
considerable pleasure in these columns. 
For several years, although. the plan has 
been matured in the mind of the promoter 
of the scheme, the innumerable obstacles 
which beset the undertaking by reason of

iath, In one of these buildings the Empress 

had been living for weeks. The other three 

occupied by members of tae Imperial Family 

gathered there in expectation of to-day’s event, 

including the Empress’ mother, His Majesty 

and two sisters, the Grand Duchesses Xenia and 

Olga, his brother Grand Duke Michael, and 

otherrelatives, The Alexandra Villa isa much 

more private spot than the Grand Palace. From 

this section of the Park the public had ieee 
excluded for days past. 

The birth of the heir to the throne was at 
tended with all the ceremonial ordained by 
Imperial tradition. In accordance with the 
Russian law there were present besides the 

“4 Emperor, Baron Frederick, the Master of Cere- 
monies, and Prince Dolgorouky, the Grand 
Marshal of the Court. -Dr, Rott, the Emperor's 
Family Physician, was the accoucheur, and Dr, 
Hiruchi, surgeon in attendance. Dr. Rott per- 
sonally announced the birth of the heir to the 
wailing Imperial Family, A formal announce: 
ment will be published in the “Official Mess: 
enger.” An Imperial salute of a hundred ‘and 
one guns was subsequently fired from the 
Peterhof, and it was then repeated by all the 
forts around St, Petersburg. 

The christening of the heir will occur in a 
fortnight. [t will bea ceremony of the most 
elaborate sort. In accordance with Russian

On July 27th, however, it. was announced | 
from Peking that the Chinese were once more’ 
alarmed at the extension of the rebellion in. 
Kwang-si which for years had béen the 
scene of famine and dissatisfaction, Orders 
had then recently been issued for the arrest 
of ove of the Smperial commanders; Bri- 
gadier-General Tsu Shen Wu, but he got 
wind of the intention af the Government au- 
thorities, and promptly went over to the rebels, 
Tsu Shen Wu isa graduate of the Tieptsin 
Military College, and was trained by. foreign 
instructors, His defection added to the anxiety 
of the Chinese Government,
